R esidents in sleepy Dickin- 
son Center, N.Y., knew 
Joyce “Tillie” Mitchell as 
the proud military mom 
and devoted fireman’s wife 
who nestled ceramic frogs 
in her flower beds and, in 
her free time, pitched in 
making dinner for the crew 
at the local firehouse— 
someone so trustworthy 
the town voted her tax col- 
lector. Twice. “She’s very 
responsible,” says neighbor Sharon 
Currier. “She’s a hard worker. Always 
took her boy to church every Sunday.” 
But to hear prosecutors tell it, it was a 
wholly other Mitchell who showed up 
for work every day at the maximum- 
security Clinton Correctional Facility 
in Dannemora. That Mitchell, they say, 
got too close to a pair of inmates she 
oversaw in the prison tailor shop, spe- 
cifically two of the facility’s most cun- 
ning and cruel killers, Richard W. Matt 
and David Sweat. Now Matt and Sweat 
are on the loose, Mitchell is in jail- 
charged with smuggling them the hack- 
saw and other tools they used to break 
out— and her shocked friends are trying 
to put the pieces together. “I can’t fig- 
ure out why she would do something so 
stupid,” says Currier. 

Mitchell, 51, faces a felony charge of 
promoting prison contraband, plus a 
misdemeanor charge of facilitating 
escape. (She has pleaded not guilty to 
both counts.) Her alleged role as accom- 
plice to Matt and Sweat’s brazen June 6 
escape left two dangerous killers at 
large. (Atpress time the pair were still on 
the run.) Matt, 48, was doing 25 years to 
life for murder and dismemberment; 
Sweat, 35, was serving life without 
parole for killing a sheriff’s deputy by 
shooting him more than 12 times and 
running him over with a car. The mas- 
sive manhunt under way— more than 
800 local, state and federal officers 
combing every inch of 8,300 surround- 
ing acres so far— suggests just how dan- 
gerous the pair is. “Those men are 
desperate. They won’t go down without 
a fight,” says a New York police source. 
“If this were a war footing, we’d call it 
DEFCON 1. That’s how serious it is.” 
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‘A Good Mom’ 
Tobey Mitchell

The pair’s elaborate, made-for- Holly- 
wood prison break was equally dra- 
matic. Through good behavior, they’d 
earned adjacent cells in the facility’s 
honor block, where they wore civilian 
clothes and moved about unaccompa- 
nied by guards— privileges that also, it 
seems, allowed them to hatch a plan to 
break through the walls of their cells, cut 
into a 24- inch pipe between prison walls 
and slither through that pipe to a man- 
hole on the outside. “This plan took 
weeks or months, and they had to do 
practice runs,” says former New York 
City police commissioner Bernard 
Kerik, who did three years in federal 
prison on tax-fraud charges and is now 
a prison-management consultant. “I’m 
dying to know the brain surgeon who 
allowed these two in an honor block.” 


• •• 

But the real secret to their success was 

winning Mitchell’s help. It appears that 
Sweat was the first to hook Mitchell’s 
affections, says Clinton County D.A. 
Andrew Wylie. Mitchell, who is remar- 
ried after her first marriage ended amid 
allegations of her cheating, was previ- 
ously investigated “on suspicion of hav- 
ing a personal relationship” with the 
younger of the two 
escapees. And it was that 
inquiry, closed at the 
time for lack of sufficient 
evidence, that led police 
to seek Mitchell for 
questioning when the 
pair was discovered 
missing. They found her 
hospitalized, complain- 


ing of a panic attack. When state police 
finally got to question her— in two 
10-hour interrogations— they con- 
cluded, said Wylie, that “she gave them 
the tools that helped them break out. 
Then she was going to drive both escap- 
ees in the getaway car.” By then it was 
Matt whom Mitchell had reportedly 
fallen for and who planned to put a hit 
on her second husband, Lyle Mitchell, a 
fellow prison employee. 
“She agreed to drive 
them for a number of 
hours through rough ter- 
rain,” says Wylie. “But 
she told investigators 
she did not know where 
they were headed.” Real- 
ity— and panic— set in 
when it was time to ren-

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dezvous at the manhole cover. Says 
Wylie: “She had a moment where she 
realized, ‘What am I doing?’ ” 

But experts and fellow prison employ- 
ees say it’s not uncommon for inmates 
and workers to bond. “We’re human,” 
explains one retiree from nearby Frank- 
lin Correctional Facility. “And the 
inmates are around you enough on a 
daily basis to know your weak spots and 
use that to their gain.” Terry Pelz, a for- 
mer Texas prison warden, says the 
seduction is more common with female 
workers and starts out simply. “Usually 
it’s doing a small favor for the inmate, 
then it boils into bigger favors, and then 
the inmate has the employee hooked.” 


Now some question whether Mitchell 

was even the real getaway plan— or just 
the pliable pawn who got them tools 
and, reportedly, let them use her cell 
phone as they plotted. “Knowing the 
entire universe is going to be looking for 
two guys and a blonde inside a car,” asks 
Kerik, “they were going to get in that car 
with Joyce Mitchell? They would have 
to be complete morons.” The prospect 
that Matt and Sweat had other trans- 
port in the wings leaves Jona- 
than Gilliam, a former FBI 
special agent who’s hunted fugi- 
tives, none too optimistic that 
Matt and Sweat will be captured 
soon. “From what I have heard, 

I can’t say police are hot on the 
trail of anything,” says Gilliam. 

Those who knew Mitchell as 
a doting mother to son Tobey, 
age 22, and a loving wife who 
enjoyed county fairs and NASCAR 
races with her husband can’t under- 
stand how she was charmed by 
inmates. “Her self-esteem must be 
shot if she is looking for approval from 
murderers,” says Helen Premo, who 
was married to Mitchell’s first hus- 
band, Tobey. “This kind of blew every- 
body’s mind. She is married with a son. 
She had a good job. She had a good, 
decent life. Now she threw it all away.”

And the modern mum is right beside him every hop and skip of the 

way. Blazing a royal parenting path first forged by her late mother-in- 
law, Princess Diana, 33-year-old Princess Kate is giving her kids— 23- 
month-old Prince George and 7-week-old Princess Charlotte— a 
childhood in which grass stains are encouraged, public playgrounds 
are to be conquered, and no amount of love and affection is too much. 
The result: happy kids and a new era of royal family warmth in which 
even 89-year-old Queen Elizabeth seems to be smiling more broadly 
these days. (In what maybe the surest sign of change yet, the monarch 
and husband Prince Philip, 94, j oined their grandchildren for a night 
on the town at London wine bar Berry Bros. & Rudd on June 11.) “They 
have had a great month welcoming Charlotte into the family,” a royal 
source tells People of Kate and husband Prince William, 33. “It was 
lovely to be able to celebrate with the Queen at Trooping the Colour 
and give people the chance to see Prince George.” 

The little heir didn’t disappoint. Commanding the spotlight from 
his palace perch, George upstaged everyone from the woman of the 
hour— the Queen— to his mom, who revealed her post-baby body for 
the first time since Charlotte’s May 2 birth (see box). On the polo 
field the next day alongside his young cousins, 

“George seemed to be a handful— a live wire,” 
says veteran royals photographer Mark 
Stewart, who was on hand for both events. 

“Kate was running after him and making sure 
he was interacting with other children. She 
wasn’t being precious with him— she wanted 
him to have a good old rough-and-tumble.” 


At home, Kate and William are enjoying the 

growing partnership that comes with rais- 
ing two children together. George, they 
have told friends, is “great fun,” while 
his sister is lower-key: Charles told 
well-wishers at a recent event that she 
is already sleeping through the night and is 
“much easier on Mum” than her brother at 
that age.

O ver the past decade Rachel Dolezal had built a 
career as an outspoken civil rights activist and 
expert on all things African-American, often 
using her own personal experiences to illus- 
trate a point. “Coming from a transr acial fam- 
ily that has hop-scotched to a variety of racial- tension areas, 
I have seen racial hatred in many forms,” she told a Spokane, 
Wash., newspaper in 2012. A part-time instructor in the Afri- 
cana Studies program at Eastern Washington University, 
Dolezal had lectured there on the history of black women and 
hair. And in an interview with another newspaper, she noted 
that a rash of recent conflicts between blacks and police 
“reminds us of our cultural memory of the strangling through 
the nooses.” Dolezal’s public profile only grew when she 
became head of the Spokane NAACP last November. But on 
June 11 her carefully constructed world came crashing down. 
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The Coeur d’Alene Press in Idaho pub- 
lished an interview with her parents, 
who revealed that their daughter was, in 
fact, not African-American but white, 
and showed a birth certificate and pho- 
tos of her with strawberry blonde hair, 
freckles and pale skin to prove it. “We 
thought it was great she identified with 
African-Americans and was involved in 
their causes,” her 
mother, Ruth- 
anne Dolezal, of 
Troy, Mont., tells 
People. “But the 
deceptive part, 
when she was 
doing her makeup 
and wearing her 
hair to look like a 
black woman and 
saying she was, 
that is where she crossed the line.”

Through it all Rachel continued to 
insist she is not white. “I actually don’t 
like the term African-American,” she 
told a local TV station. “I prefer 
black . . . and I would say, ‘Yes, I do con- 
sider myself to be black.’ ” Yet in 2002, 
Rachel, who earned a master’s in fine 
arts from Howard University, filed a 
discrimination suit against the school 
alleging she was passed over for a teach- 
ing position and scholarship aid at the 


predominantly black college because 
she was white. (The lawsuit was subse- 
quently thrown out). As for her parents, 
she questioned the timing of their rev- 
elations, noting that a Colorado crimi- 
nal case involving sexual-abuse 
allegations between two family mem- 
bers, which is set to go to trial this sum- 
mer, is dividing the family. 

Her parents say their reasons are 
much simpler. “We’d never been asked 
until a few days ago,” says her father, 
Larry, 64. “We didn’t take the initiative 
to contact anyone to try and set the 
record straight.” The pair hesitated to 
speculate on why their daughter did 
what she did, though they note that her 
fascination with black culture grew 
after the family adopted three African- 
Americans and one Haitian child in the 


mid-’90s. “The more she learned about 
their civil rights struggles, she became 
more and more of an advocate,” 
says her dad. “She really accepted the 
mantra ‘black is beautiful.’ ”

Struggling with her depression, 
Nadia K^’ouji looked to the 
Internet for friendship. What she 
found was far nnore sinister

N adia Kaj ouj i’s future seemed bright. 
Just 18, the freshman at Carleton 
University in Ottawa was “a smart, 
motivated young woman,” says her 
brother Marc. But six months after 
moving into her dorm, the Brampton, 
Ont., native was overwhelmedby depres- 
sion. In March 2008 she jumped to her 
death from abridge overthe icy Rideau 
River. A few weeks earlier she had writ- 
ten of her despair in an online forum: 

“I just want a quick out.” 

The ordeal was only beginning for 
Kajouji’s family. “The stresses of school 
or being away from home got to her,” 
says her brother. “She didn’t have any- 
one around.” Kajouji had suffered a 
miscarriage of an unplanned preg- 
nancy and a breakup with her boy- 
friend but had hidden her darkest 
thoughts from loved ones. Instead, she 
had confided in someone: an online 
friend called Cami D, a self-described 

31-year-old female 

nurse from Minneap- 
olis, who encouraged 
her to end her life. “[If] 
it comes down to 
hanging I can help you 
with it with the cam,” 

Cami D wrote, urging 
Kajouji to record the 
act. “I wonder how it 
will feel to actually 
die,” Kaj ouj i asked her

friend. “Nice,” Cami D replied. 

In reality Cami D was an invention of 
William Melchert-Dinkel, a nurse and 
father of two who used aliases in 
suicide-prevention chat rooms to urge 
people to kill themselves. Celia Blay, an 
English retiree, uncovered the activity 
while counseling individuals online and 
alerted authorities. “He was very unas- 
suming,” says retired St. Paul Police Sgt. 
Bill Haider, who confronted the nurse 
at his Faribault, Minn., home. “[But] he 
said five or six people may have com- 
mitted suicide with 
his assistance.” 

The case, featured 
on a June 21 episode 
of Investigation Dis- 
covery’s Deadline 
Crime with Tamron 
Hall, raises questions 
about what can be 
done to stop such 
activity. In May 2011

now 52, was sentenced to prison for 
360 days for “intentionally” pushing 
someone to commit suicide. But the 
Minnesota Supreme Court reversed 
the conviction on first amendment 
grounds. “It was immoral, but that 
doesn’t mean it was illegal,” his lawyer 
Terry Watkins told Deadline Crime. 

But Kajouji’s family is grateful that 
Melchert-Dinkel has been exposed. “I 
appreciate the awareness,” says Marc, 
now a suicide-prevention activist who 
works withyourlifecounts.org. “Noth- 
ing is going to bring my sister back, but 
if I can help another family, I think that 
I’ve done all I can.” •

1. In a large covered pan 
over high heat, cook the 
tomatoes, onion, celery and 
carrot for about 10 minutes 
to soften the vegetables. 

2. Remove the lid and con- 
tinue boiling for another 
10 to 1 5 minutes, stirring 
with a wooden spoon. 

3. Lower the heat to 
medium-low and add the 
chopped basil and a drizzle 
of oil. The tomato sauce is 
ready when, as they say in 
Naples, “pipiotta,” when the 
bubbles are no longer made 
of water but rather small 
craters of sauce. Remove 
from the stove, discard the 
largest vegetable chunks, 
and allow the sauce to cool. 

4. A stainless-steel food 
mill— the hand-operated 
type— is necessary once the 
cooking is complete in order 
to transform the tomato 
sauce and pieces of vegeta- 
bles into a puree of the right 
consistency. (Editor’s Note: 

If you don’t have a food mill, 
use a food processor.) It will 
also remove the bitter skins 
and tomato seeds. 

5. Add a drizzle of olive oil 
and adjust bitterness with a 
pinch of sugar. Season with 
salt and pepper. 

6. Cook the spaghetti al 
dente in boiling salted water. 
Drain and add the pasta to 
the sauce with a sprinkle of 
Parmigiano-Reggiano. Toss 
well and garnish with a few 
leaves of basil.

1 . Preheat the oven to 
400°F. Butter and flour 
a 10- or 12-in. round 
baking pan. 

2 . Melt the chocolate 
with the milk in a bain- 
marie (a heatproof bowl 
set over a saucepan of 
simmering water). Add 
the butter and stir to 
blend thoroughly. Turn 
off the heat, add the 
egg yolks and mix. 

3 . In a separate bowl, 
gradually add the sugar 
to the egg whites and whip 
to form stiff peaks. Gently 
fold into the chocolate- 
egg yolk mixture. Pour into 
the prepared pan. 

4 . Bake for 30 minutes. 
Turn off the oven, open 
the door and leave the 
cake inside for a few 
minutes (this will prevent 
the crust from cracking). 
Remove from the oven 
and cool for about 10 
minutes before removing 
from the pan. Cool com- 
pletely before serving. 
Sprinkle with powdered 
sugar and serve with 
whipped cream or vanilla 
ice cream.

“I started getting 
really scared. And then there was a curveball.” 

It was at that moment that Ben learned his dad, 
then a 46-year-old information- security expert, 
was transitioning from male to female.

Ben didn’t know how to react. “I had no 
clue that it was even a thing,” he says of 
learning what it meant to be transgen- 
der. “I was just used to having a dad and 
mom. That’s how I thought things were 
always going to be.” Then he started to 
worry about the challenges facing both 
his mom and his dad, who would even- 
tually adopt a new female identity as 
Carly. “I knew that people don’t neces- 
sarily agree with what everybody does 
in life,” says Ben, sitting down to an 
interview in the apartment he shares 
with his mother, who has primary cus- 
tody, last month. “My first thought was, 
Ts my dad going to be okay just walking 
down the street and being out in public?’ 
It’s kind of just a question mark, and you 
never know. It’s horrible and it’s scary.” 

Now, three years after the initial rev- 
elation, the family members are shar- 
ing their journey on a new ABC Family 
docuseries, .Beco/nzhgr Us. “You 
are going to see a normal-day 
family living their everyday 
life but with a twist,” says Ben, 
whose girlfriend Danielle 
Molnar— also a teen with a 
father transitioning to female— 
is featured on the show. Having 
the cameras document the fam- 
ily hasn’t always been easy: They 
began filming just as Carly was 
preparing to undergo gender- 
reassignment surgery. Though 
Ben felt confident the procedure 
would turn out fine, he still strug- 
gles to understand Curly’s sexual- 
ity. “This is where it gets confusing,” 
says Ben, who refers to Carly by name 
because, post-transition, she doesn’t 
like to be called Dad. “Carly is techni- 
cally straight. I really wondered, why 
do it? If you are gonna date women, 
why do it, you know?” 

Questions about a transgender par- 
ent’s sexuality are not only normal; 
they are part of the grieving 
process, explains Dr. Gail 
Gross, a Houston-based 
behavioral psychologist. 

“Children grieve the loss 
of that parent they iden- 
tify with as, in this case, 
the father,” she says. “Any- 
thing that can be answered

in a comfortable way that’s age-appro- 
priate will help.” 

In Ben’s case, filming the show about 
the family’s experience was therapeu- 
tic. “Seeing someone do it really helps 
you understand that whole thing,” says 
the teen, who just finished his junior 
year of high school. “There’s this person 
in our lives who we don’t really know.” 

That’s because for years, Carly left 
her family in the dark about her gender 
dysphoria. Looking back, Ben admits 
there were signs that Carly was experi- 
menting with 
her identity- 
like the time, 
before the tran- 
sition, that he 
saw Carly wear- 
ing nail polish or 
when he caught 
her shaving her 
legs. In fact, his 
early experi- 
ences with Carly made it easy for him 
to recognize what was happening to 
Caitlyn Jenner, who notably confessed 
to Diane Sawyer that she privately wore 
nail polish before coming forward 
about her transition in April. Says Ben; 
“She had all the same signs as Carly.” At 
the same time, Suzy 58, knew her hus- 
band secretly cross-dressed, but she 
looked the other way. “I made adjust- 
ments because I wanted to keep my 
marriage together.” 

What Ben and his mom didn’t know 
was how Carly, in addition to battling an 
addiction to alcohol, had also been see- 
ing a psychiatrist and taking hormones 
for years before opening up to her fam- 
ily. “It was worse than cheating on 
somebody,” recalls Carly, now 49 and 
sober. “It was tough on my wife.” Ben 
remembers their house becoming 
“quiet and awkward,” so he’d retreat to 
his bedroom to play online games. Suzy 
says she was grateful for the distraction. 
“He seemed to be relaxed. It was also 
the only time he laughed! It was a way 
for him to decompress.” 

And while the docuseries made him 
relive some painful moments, Ben’s a 
happy and outgoing teen. “I can’t say 
enough about him,” says Suzy of her 
son. “He’s remarkable.” •

Grovfing Up 
Transgender 


When she was only 5, Jazz 
Jennings became one of the 
youngest people ever to be 
diagnosed with gender 
dysphoria. Designated male at 
birth in 2000, the now 14-year- 
old first told her parents she 
identified as a girl as soon as 
she could talk. “I was just being 
who I am,” Jazz tells People 
of her decision to begin 
presenting as female before 
starting kindergarten in 2006. 
Just a year later Jazz and 
her family went public with 
their story for a 20/20 
interview with Barbara Walters. 
“It was a tough decision for 
our family,” says Jazz, adding 
that she felt fearful of a public 
backlash. “They would ask 
me. Are you okay putting 
yourself out there? Kids might 
be mean to you once they 
know you’re transgender,’ 


but they told me if I do share 
my story, I could help other 
kids like me and that I could 
make a difference. Once they 
said that, I knew I had to.” 

After she went public, “there 
was a lot of discrimination,” 
she recalls. “Some parents 
were rude and didn’t want 
me using the girls’ bathroom, 
and kids scooted away from 
me at lunch.” But the decision 
was worth it. Jazz says. Now 
she is also starring in a new 
reality series, I Am Jazz, 
premiering July ISatIO p.m. 
on TLC. “I’ve faced challenges 
along the way, but I was 
lucky to have a supportive 
family who accepted me 
and gave me unconditional 
love right from the start,” she 
says. “I have to continue 
sharing my story to give other 
kids the courage to keep 
moving forward and to keep 
loving themselves. Everyone 
deserves the right to be loved.”

Legal Notice 


If You Shopped at Target 
from November 27 through 
December 18, 2013 or 

Received Notice That Your Personal 
Information Was Compromised, 

You Could Get Money from 
a Data Breach Settlement 

A Settlement has been proposed in lawsuits against Target 
Corporation (“Target”) relating to Target customers whose 
credit/debit card information or personal information was 
stolen as a result of a data breach that was first disclosed on 
December 19, 2013 (“Target Data Breach”). 

Who is included in the Settlement? 

You are a member of the Class if: (1) you shopped at a Target 
store and used your credit or debit card from November 
27-December 18, 2013; (2) you provided your contact 
information to Target before December 18, 2013; or (3) your 
bank, credit card company, or other financial institution issued 
you a new credit or debit card shortly after December 2013 and 
informed you that your old card may have been compromised. 
If you received a notice directly about the Target Data Breach, 
you are a Class Member. 

What does the Settlement provide? 

The $10 million Settlement Fund will provide payments to 
consumers who have had losses caused by the Target Data 
Breach. If you are included, you can choose between two 
types of payments: 

• If you have documentation, you can receive reimbursement 
of losses up to $10,000. These losses include unauthorized, 
unreimbursed charges; certain costs and fees; and lost or 
restricted access to funds among other things. 

• If you do not have documentation, you may be eligible 
for an equal share of the Settlement Fund remaining after 
payment of claims for documented losses and service 
payments. For example, if the total of service payments 
awarded by the Court plus documented claims adds up to $1 
million and 300,000 Settlement Class Members submit valid 
claims without documentation, you will receive $30 from 
the Settlement Fund. The amount of actual payments will 
depend on the amount of claims received. 

How can I get a payment? 

Submit a Claim Form online or by mail by July 31, 2015. 
What are my rights? 

Even if you do nothing, you will be bound by the Court’s 
decisions. If you want to keep your right to sue Target yourself, 
you must exclude yourself from the Settlement by July 31, 
2015. If you stay in the Settlement, you may object to it by 
July 31, 2015. The Court will hold a hearing on November 
10, 2015 to consider whether to approve the Settlement, a 
request for attorneys’ fees and costs up to $6,750,000 to be 
paid by Target, and service payments of up to $500 each for 
the Settlement Class Representatives (up to $1,000 each for 
three Class Representatives who were deposed). You or your 
own lawyer may appear and speak at the hearing at your own 
expense.

r r ope Solo wanted to put it all behind 
her. Widely regarded as the great- 
est female goalkeeper on the 
planet, the embattled 33-year-old 
-J C. _J_L_soccer sensation thought she could 
finally move on from a messy, roller-coaster year 
that included her arrest in June 2014 for assault- 
ing her half sister and nephew and her suspension 
from the U.S. Women’s National Team after her 
husband, retired NFL player Jerramy Stevens, 35, 
was arrested for driving drunk in the team van. 


(Solo was in the passenger seat.) “It’s been pain- 
ful,” Solo told People a few weeks before the start 
of the Women’s World Cup, which is now under 
way in Canada. “I almost lost my career. It’s been 
traumatic and embarrassing.” 

But the past has a way of creeping back into the 
present. In recent days. Solo has once again been 
making headlines for all the wrong reasons after 
her half sister Teresa Obert went public with details 
from the alleged assault, and a police report sur- 
faced painting a damning picture of Solo, who told 
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HIGHS&LOWS 
Solo helped the U.S. clinch its World Cup 
opener on June 8.Q She appeared in court 
following her 2014 arrest^ The soccer star 
with Maksim Chmerkovskiy on Dancing with 
tfieStarsin2012. . Solo and husband 
Jerramy Stevens, whom shewed in 2012 one 
day after he was arrested for allegedly 
assaulting her. (Chargeswere never filed.) ^ 
^ She and teammate AbbyWambach 
celebrated their gold medals at the 
2012 London Olympics.

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one officer, “If the handcuffs were off, I’d 
kick your ass.” Soon her former coach 
Pia Sundhage, sports commentator 
Keith Olbermann and even U.S. Senator 
Richard Blumenthal were denouncing 
her, with some critics demanding that 
she be yanked from the U.S. Soccer roster. 

According to the incident report, offi- 
cers from the Kirkland, Wash., police 
department arrived at Obert’s home 
after midnight on June 21, 2014, and 
were told that Solo had “repeatedly 
punched” Obert’s then-17-year-old 
son in the face. The 6'9", 280-lb. 
teen said that he eventually “broke” a 
wooden broom over Solo’s head in an 
effort to get her to “stop assaulting” his 
mother. (Attor- 
neys for Obert 
declined repeated 
requests for com- 
ment.) Solo has 
claimed she used 
force only to 
defend herself, 
telling officers 
that her nephew “repeatedly” hit her 
over the head. 

By January 2015 the case had been 
dismissed after Obert and her son left 
the state to avoid giving a court-ordered 
deposition. “It’s not often that a judge 
dismisses a case,” explains legal analyst 
and Seattle attorney Anne Bremner, 
adding that it’s done only in “excep- 
tional circumstances.” 

For Solo the dismissal— which pros- 
ecutors are appealing— was bittersweet. 
“I wish my name was cleared,” she says. 
“But people still believe that I hit a 
child.” As for her clash with police, her 
attorney Todd Maybrown says she was 
simply “upset and emotional after 
being wrongfully arrested.” 

For now, at least, her position with the 
U.S. team is secure. “Hope’s been fantas- 
tic and we’ve moved on,” coach Jill Ellis 
said the night before the team’s first- 
round victory over Australia, during 
which Solo’s game-saving performance 
impressed even her harshest critics. And 
for the next few weeks of World Cup 
competition. Solo will undoubtedly fight 
to stay focused on soccer as the chaos 
swirls around her. “It’s been awful,” she 
says. “But I’m at peace.” •

W hen the Charleston Animal Socie^ Aldwin Roman 
responded to a May 27 call reporting a local dog with 
her mouth taped shut, he was not prepared for what 
he found. “I’ve never seen anything like it, ” Roman, 
who heads up the organization’s anticruelty efforts, says of Caitlyn, 
a young Staffordshire terrier mix whose muzzle had been bound with 
electrical tape. “I’ve been on dog-fighting raids, but the condition 
of her snout was just horrific” (A South Carolina man, William Leonard 
Dodson, 41, has since been arrested in connection with the case.) 
Fortunately, after undergoing two surgeries on her lips, cheeks and chin, 
Caitlyn is expected to make a full recovery. A sweet puppy from the 
outset— “she was wagging her tail even with her muzzle taped, ” says vet 
Lucy Fuller, who initially treated her— the pup is also coming out of her 
shell and is even doing outreach work with kids. “She’s so playful, ” says 
Roman, who thinks Caitlyn will be moved to foster care soon. “Flopefully 
she can put this behind her and live a happy life. ” •
